The Empire of Germaby is eleckye: he 
Emperor is confideted by all” other crowned 
heads and ſtates of Europe, as the firſt poten- 
tare in points of precedency, which 1 is unſ⸗ 
verfally given to bim and his Ambaſſadors. 
After the election of Charlemagne, it contihu- 
ed in his line for eighty years, when his feeble 
progeny, who reigned in France, had ſunk 
into ſuch contempt, that the Germans exerciſtd 
the right of a free people, by checking a Prince 
of their own nation for Emperor, in the per 
fon of Conrad, Count of Praticonia. After hit 
Henry of Saxony, and inis defcendants' the 
three Othos, were placed in fucceffion on the 
imperial throne, by the fuffrages of rbelr 
dountrymen.

and embarraſſments. Late inſtances are not 
wanting of the difficulties ſtarted up againſt 
Counts being received, and obtaining a ſeat and 
vote in the college of Princes, after having been 
honoured with the title of Prince, and pro- 
tected with all the influence of the imperial 
court, which at laſt prevailed, after much delay - 
and reſtrictions. When the Emperor, of his 
own free will, inveſts the party with a conſi- 
derable fief, and the - ſervices rendered the 
Empire are eminent, then doubtleſs the ad- 
miſſion is eaſy, as was the caſe with the great 
Duke of Marlborough, who was inveſted by 
the Emperor with the principality of Mindle- 
heim. The Emperor Rodolph the Second 
a. ſo conferred the dignity of Count of the Sa- 
cred Roman Empire, on Thomas Arundel of 
Wardour, an 'Engliſh gentleman who was a 
volunteer in his army, and greatly diſtinguiſnu- 
ed himſelf by his extraordinary valour at the 
ſiege of Gran in Hungary in 1596; and he 
the more readily paid this compliment to ſo 


guallant a ſoldier, who came ſtrongly recom- 


mended to him * the renowned Queen 


* 
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Elizabeth. Similar titles have been frequently 
conferred in the Empire on illuſtrious foreign- 
ers of all nations; and to others, for ſervices 
rendered, either in the field or the cabinet, 
as a mark of high diſtin&tion and favour to 
the parties; though in regard to rank they are 
reftried to curteſy and honour, yet conveying 
ſuch peculiar privileges and exemptions as are 
held by others in the Empire in the ſame de- 
gree. When the patent is ſigned, the officers 
of the chancery notify the ſame formally to all 
the electors, princes, ad ſtates, holding of 


the Empire, who are bound by its laws to 8 ji 


acknowledge its authenticity, On theſe oc- 
caſions the Emperor, addrefſing himſelf to 
the electors and princes, makes uſe of the 
word mandamus ; whereas, in his requiſition to 
foreign princes, he only ſays, Fraterne, benevole 
elementerque - requirimus et bortamur ut, Cc. 
which makes theſe patents of a more ex- 

tenſive authority, and reſpectable natare, than 
thoſe iſſued out with a ſimilar denomiaa- 
. - tjon by every ſovereign prince of the Empire, 
in favour of their own ſubjects. Even the re- 
public of Venice confers the title of count on 
Me merchants 
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merchants and citizens of Venice, though in- 

ferior to the patrician order, who aſſume no 
other title than Noble Venetians.” Other 
Italian republics and ſtates of leſs note do 
the ſame. .

The fee due for 
à Knight is about 1500 florins; and proportion 
ably leſs for a grant of arms, and in the ſame 
degree higher than for a Baron, to a Count or 
a Prince: but for eſtabliſhing of all matters re- 
lating to coat-armour, they have no college 
of arma, as in England, or corporation with 
any powers granted to heralds to act vith au · 
thority in ſuch matters. It is true, they have 
perſons bearing the titles of heralds of the Em- 
pie, but it is only an office of form for public 
| ceremonies. In the emblazoning of arms; their 
acts have no more validity in law than the 
 performantes of a common citizen or painter - 
ſtainer with us, or of an undertaker in mar- 
ſhalling a funeral; which makes a learned 
German writer ſay, * In Germania noſtra 
videtur fecialium dignitas non ecadem eſſe 
quæ in Gallia & Anglia eis ſupereſſe ex ad- 
ductis vidimus.

the actual ſeiſin thereof, which conſtitutes the 
ſplendour of the character. When Count 
Arundel returne to England, a queſtion aroſe 
ag mong the peers, whether that dignity ſo con- 
ferred by a foreign potentate ſhould be allow- 
ed him at home? which occaſioned a warm diſ- 
pute, as mentioned by Camden in his hiſtory of 
Queen Elizabeth; who adds, that the queen 
being aſked her opinion, anſwered in the ne- 
gative, and wrote to the Emperor acquainting 
him, that ſhe forbade her ſubjects giving him 
place or precedency. Her ſucceſſor, King 
James the Firſt, - afterwards created him a 
baron of England, by the title of Baron Arun- - 
del of Wardour, by letters patent dated the 
4th of May, 1605. The ſame rule is obſerved 
in England to this day, though his Britannic 
' Majeſty is an elector and prince of the Sacred 
Roman Empire; no foreign nobleman being 
allowed de jure, a higher title in judicial pro- 
ceedings than that of Esqy1rx, the honour of 
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of chivalry, is a character ſo generally known 


and recognized, that it ſeems to be a point of 


Honour in all crowned heads to acknowledge 


it univerſally in their dominions, whatever 


foreign court they come from. © Thoſe of the 


Germanic Empire in particular, though it 
is conferred on them by patent, have gene- 


rally this additional clauſe in their favour, that 
they are to enjoy all privileges, whether knight- 


ed by the ſword. or otherwiſe ; © Tum enfis itn, 


tum verbo ritè creati, quovis modo utuntur, fru- 


wntur, potiuntur, &c.” which obviates any ob- 
jection that can be made to their ſtate, and 
leaves them in full poſſeſſion of every prece- 


dency from that degree.

15 has been obſerved by the ee hif- 
torian mentioned in the preceding ſection, 


that at the beginning of the ſixteenth century, 


the political conſtitution of the German Em- 
pire was of a ſpecies ſo peculiar, as not to 
reſemble perſectly any form of government 
known either in the ancient -or modern world. 
It was a complex body, formed by the aſſo- 
ciation of ſeveral ſtates, each of which pof- 
ſeſſed ſovereign and independent juriſdiction 


within its own territories. This united body 
conſtitutes the Diet of the Empire, of which * 


the Emperor is the head: all dec. ces are iſſued 
in his name, and to him the executive power 
is committed, But this appearance of mo- 


F 2 _ *- narckicat © © © 
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narchical authority in his / perſon, is more. 
than counterbalanced by the influence of the 
princes and ſtates of the Empire, in every act 
of adminiſtration. No law extending to the 
whole body can paſs, or reſolution affecting the 
general intereſt be taken, without the conſent 
of the Diet. In this aſſembly every ſovereign 
prince and ſtate of the Germanic body has a 
right to vote, and if any member poſſeſſes 
more than one ſtate, he is my Ow 
in e, | 


The Diet conſiſts of the three colleges of the 
Empire, viz. the electoral college, the college 
of eccleſiaſtical and temporal princes, and 
that of counts and imperial cities: it is cuſto- | 
mary for the Emperor before he calls a Diet, 
to have the adviſe of the members who com- 
poſe it; and it is ſummoned by letters addreſſ-. _ 
ed by the Emperor to each member, ſix months 
before the ſeffion, informing them of the time 

and place.

exerciſed the talents of their moſt able civi- 

lians, and has produced voluminous argu-
